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1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JP 20QH 73802. The 
claimed invention is disclosed at Fig. 3, with substrate 1, resistor 4, upper electrodes 3, cover 
coat 7, auxiliary upper electrodes 13 having first portion 13a higher than a second portion where 
13 adjoins the side surface having side electrode 9. 

3. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Yoneda. 
Yoneda discloses the claimed invention at Fig. 1, with substrate 1, resistor 4, upper electrodes 
31, cover coat 52, auxiliary upper electrodes 34 having first portion higher than a second portion 
where 34 adjoins the side surface having side electrode 33. That is, the curved surface of 34 
touching 52 and 53 is the second portion is lower than the first portion - the upper flat upper 
surface of 34. In claim 2, the resin paste with silver is disclosed at col. 5, lines 5-26. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tsukada. The 
claimed invention is disclosed at Fig. 17, with substrate 1, resistor 26, upper electrodes 23, cover 
coat 29, auxiliary upper electrodes 28 having first portion higher than a second portion where 
the higher portion 13 adjoins the side surface having side electrode 24 electrically connected. 

5. . Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Nakanishi et al. 
The claimed invention is disclosed at Fig. 6, with substrate 21, resistor 23, upper electrodes 24, 
cover coat 29, and auxiliary upper electrodes 25/26 having first portion higher 26 than a second 
portion 25 with side electrodes 32. The portion 25 of the auxiliary electrode 25/26 overlaps

with cover coat 29, and portion 26 is "for projecting above an obverse surface of the cover cat 
such as the indented portion in the middle. For claims 2-3, see par. 41.
